Inc. must submit to Ecology (by registered mail), a certification that 
the closure activities have been completed in accordance with the 
specifications of the approved closure plan. The certification must 
be signed by the owner or operator of the Pier 91 facility and by an 
independent registered professional engineer (WAC 173-303-400, and by 
reference, 40 CFR 265.115).
